CHAPTER  I. 

The  Teeth  and  Health. 

HERE  are  two  facts  that  deserve  to  be 
inscribed  plainly  on  the  walls  of  every 
house  in  the  Kingdom. 

(i)  Of  all  the  organs  we  possess  none  so 
closely  affect  our  general  health  as  the 
teeth. 

(2)  Of  all  parts  of  the  body  none  can  be 
taken  care  of  with  so  little  trouble,  and 
none  will  repay  whatever  attention  is 
given  them  so  handsomely  as  the  teeth. 

The  importance  attaching  to  the  care  of  the 
teeth  has  been  brought  home  in  no  uncertain 
manner  to  the  rulers  of  the  nation.  Prominent 
scientific  men  have  pointed  to  the  gradual  deca¬ 
dence  of  the  teeth  in  the  generation  now  springing 
up.  Military  and  naval  authorities  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  examination  of  the  teeth  of  our 
soldiers  and  sailors ;  good  teeth  are  an  absolute 
essential  in  every  man  selected  for  service  abroad. 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  medical  authorities 
“  tooth  brush  drill  ”  has  been  started  in  many 
schools,  an  innovation  based  oh  the  correct  hypo¬ 
thesis  that  a  habit  formed  in  childhood  is  rarely 
shaken  off  in  later  years,  certainly  not  when  its 
wisdom  becomes  apparent.

Many 
large  business 
houses,  know¬ 
ing  the  trou¬ 
bles  arising 
from  defective 
teeth,  retain 
skilled  dental 
aid  to  periodi¬ 
cally  examine 
the  teeth  of 
their  staffs.

workers.  In  fact,  everybody  having  any  author¬ 
ity  seems  to  realise  that  the  teeth  are  the  organs 
upon  which  depends  to  a  very  large  extent  the 
general  health. 


“  Everybody  having  any  authority  ”  were  the 
words  used,  for  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the 
average  man  or  woman  ever  thinks  seriously  of  the 
enormous  importance  of  teeth  to  mental  and  bodily 
fitness. 


Think  of  it.  The  food  we  eat  gives  us  life.  In 
eating  we  must  masticate  our  food.  We  know 
that.  We  do  so  mechanically — without  thought. 
Yet  we  give  little  or  no  heed  to  these  hard  worked 
organs :  we  ignore  and  neglect  them,  and  never 
pause  to  think  that  the  troubles  which  assail  us 
are  probable  attributable  to  our  own  carelessness 
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and  indiffer¬ 
ence. 

Perhaps  as 
you  read  you 
are  thinking 
that  vo u  r 
teeth  are  not 
so  bad  after 
a  1 1 — o  n  e  o  r 
two  gone  may 
be.  one  or  two 
broken,  a  few 
black  or  dis¬ 
coloured,  a 
couple  of 
loose  ones, 
and  so  on, 
but  still  you 
“  manage 
with  them. 

It  is  easy  to 
sit  still  and 
do  nothing, 
but  wait  until 
something  goes  wrong  and  you  fly  for  a  doctor. 
It  does  not  occur  to  you  that  it  might  be  your 
teeth  that  have  brought  on  the  trouble.  Yet  it  is 
more  than  possible. 

The  primary  function  of  the  teeth  is  mastica¬ 
tion — the  chewing  of  food  into  a  pulp  that  is 
easily  swallowed.  Defective  teeth  render  complete 
mastication  impossible.  Pieces  of  unchewed  food 
slip  through,  the  teeth  have  not  done  their  work 
properly,  and  the  digestive  organs,  instead  of 
dealing  with  properly  masticated  food,  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  undue  strain  by  solid  pieces  that  were 
“  bolted.”  Then  indigestion  naturally  follows. 
And  indigestion  is  a  bodily  weakness  that  all 
would  gladly  avoid  if  they  could. 

Who  does  not  know  the  effect  of  continued 
indigestion  or  frequent  attacks  of  it,  upon  the 
system  ?  how  it  lowers  the  vitality,  and  brings  other 
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troubles  in 
its  train? 
How  many 
realise  that 
the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the 
teeth  is 
largely,  per¬ 
haps  entirely 
responsible  ? 

Then  there 
are  certain 
diseases  of 
the  teeth 
that  origin- 
a  t  e  and 
d  e  v  e  1  o  p 
entirely 

through  inattention  and  neglect.  These  are, 
detailed  later,  but  their  ill-effects  may  be  referred 
to  here. 

What  we  call  neuralgia,  tootache,  gum-boils 
and  the  other  painful  ailments  arising  from  the 
teeth  have  a  disturbing  effect  upon  the  nervous 
and  mental  capacity  of  all  who  suffer  from  them. 
And  while  the  dejected  and  nerve-racked  sufferer 
is  bemoaning  his  condition,  it  is  less  than  kind  to 
remind  him  that  much  of,  if  not  all,  his  pain  could 
have  been  avoided  with  a  little  attention  to  his 
teeth  when  they  were  perfect. 

Cracked  or  broken  tee*  .  are  the  source  of  a 
great  deal  of  discomfort  a  veil  as  pain.  In  them 
and  in  the  interstices  between  the  teeth,  minute 
particles  of  food  settle,  and  under  the  action  of 
the  breath  and  the  saliva,  rapidly  decompose. 
Unless  removed  by  the  most  ordinary  practice  of 
brushing  and  cleaning,  these  deposits  result  in 
foul  breaths  and  unpleasant  tastes  in  the  mouth, 
the  later  particularly  upon  rising.  These  deposits 
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gr  a  dually 
accumulate 
and  harden 
into  what  is 
calledTartar 
and  this 
solid  mass 
soon  causes 
inflamma¬ 
tion  and 
loosening  of 
the  teeth. 

Remember 
— N  atur  e 
provides  a 
complete  set 
of  perfect

every  healthy  man  or  woman.  That  set  should 
be  preserved,  and  but  for  our  changed  conditions 
of  life,  our  modern  (sometimes  “  pre-digested  ”) 
dietary,  and  their  effects,  there  would  be  very  little 
difficulty  in  ensuring  that  preservation. 


But  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  teeth  of 
to-day’s  child  are  not  to  be  compared  for  strength 
and  soundness  to  his  grandparents’  teeth. 

And  one  missing  tooth — one  broken  or  cracked 
or  otherwise  defective— will  materially  hinder  the 
work  of  the  whole. 

An  imferfect  machine  can  never  perform  the 
duties  of  a  perfect  machine.

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CHAPTER  II. 

Some  Tooth  Troubles. 

NATURE  provides  each  of  us  with  thirty-two 
teeth,  sixteen  in  each  jaw.  According  to 
their  position  in  the  jaw,  the  teeth  are  divided  into 
four  types,  each  type  having  its  own  function. 

There  are  the  incisors,  situated  in  front,  four 
in  each  jaw ;  these  are  for  cutting  or  biting  the 
food.  There  are  the  canine  (or  dog  teeth)  coming 
next  to  the  incisors  whose  work  they  augment 
two  in  each  jaw.  There  are  the  pre-molars  (or 
bicuspids)  or  false  grinders,  four  in  each  jaw, 
arranged  in  pairs  behind  each  canine  tooth  ;  they 
assist  the  true  grinders.  These  latter  are  the 
molars,  the  big  broad-crowned  teeth  at  the  back 
of  the  mouth,  six  in  each  jaw,  their  function  being 
grinding  of  the  food.  The  hindermost  of  the 
molars,  the  four  teeth  which  end  the  jaw  on  each 
side  are  known  as  the  wisdom  teeth,  from  their 
being  cut  last. 

Perhaps  if  we  adhered  strictly  to  the  dietary 
of  our  ancestors  we  might  have  fewer  tooth 
troubles,  but  the  fact  remains  that  affections  of 
the  teeth  are  predisposed  to  by  the  modern 
methods  of  preparing  food,  and  the  present-day 
taste  for  dainty  and  delicate  dishes.  That  and 
indifference  to  their  well-being  are  the  primary 
causes  of  prevalent  bad  teeth. 

Caries  of  the  teeth  is  how  experts  describe  the 
common  decay  of  teeth.  A  yellow  or  brown  spot 
first  appears,  the  tooth  at  that  place  softens,  a 
small  hole  develops  and  the  tooth  is  useless  hence¬ 
forth.  Toothache  arises  from  this,  and  the  tooth 
is  better  out  than  in,  for  the  presence  of  one  carious 
tooth  is  a  menace  to  the  rest.  Where  the  caries  is 
only  slight  or  recent  the  tooth  may  frequently  be 
saved  by  being  “  stopped.” 
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Caries  of  the  teeth 
is  sometimes  constitu¬ 
tional,  in  other  cases  it 
is  caused  by  irritants 
or  acids  in  food  or 
drink,  a  violent  blow, 
or  the  excessive  use  of 
sugar.  The  tendency 
to  rapid  decay  is  a 
sign  of  general  debilty. 

Gumboil  is  the  name 
we  give  to  a  little 

abscess  which  sometimes  forms  under  a  tooth 
usually  a  carious  tooth,  and  may  generally  be 
regarded  as  a  sign  of  impending  decay.  The 
extraction  of  the  tooth  is  the  only  remedy, 
but  it  is  always  best  to  take  advice  at  an  early 
stage  of  the  abscess. 

T oothache  arises  either  from  caries  or  from 
some  constitutional  weakness.  Women  on  the 
approach  to  motherhood  experience  it  in  neural¬ 
gic  form,  as  do  neuralgic  subjects  upon  a  change 
in  the  weather.  The  latter  will  usually  yield  to 
treatment,  but  stubborn  cases  require  advice, 
when  it  can  quickly  be  decided  Avhether  the 
the  tooth  can  be  saved  by  stopping  or  whether 
extraction  is  necessary. 

Falling  of  the  teeth  is  inevitable  to  all  in  the 
course  of  nature.  As  we  get  into  the  evening  of 
years,  the  teeth  loosen  and  fall  out.  It  frequently 
occurs  also  in  middle  age,  arising  from  scurvy  or 
other  ailments,  which  produce  first  an  inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  gums,  this  in  turn  loosening  the  teeth 
in  their  sockets.  It  is  often  desirable  for  the 
patient’s  comfort  to  have  the  tooth  extracted. 
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We  are  supported 
by  the  highest  authori¬ 
ties  when  we  say  that 
nostrums  should  never 
be  taken  indiscrimin¬ 
ately  or  applied  to  the 
teeth  except  under 
advice.  We  do  not 
dispute  the  fact  that 
certain  solutions  or 
tinctures  may  be  of 
service  when  author¬ 
ised  and  introduced 
by  a  skilful  hand,  but  much  mischief  can  be 
and  is  caused  when  the  treatment  is  taken  in 
haphazard  fashion. 

When  it  comes  to  the  question  of  decayed  or 
consistently  painful  or  troublesome  teeth,  advice 
should  certainly  be  sought.  The  sufferer  cannot 
himself  decide  whether  stopping  or  gold-filling  is 
necessary,  whether  a  gold  crown  will  save  the 
tooth,  or  whether  an  extraction  and  replacement 
by  artificial  teeth  is  the  only  solution. 

One  thing  the  sufferer  does  know — that  his 
teeth  are  in  need  of  attention.  The  exact  extent 
of  attention  he  may  safely  leave  to  his  advisers 
if  he  will  seek  the  assistance  of  the  famous 
Williams’  Teeth  Institute,  141,  Newington  Cause¬ 
way,  London,  S.E.
